The supervisors acted when 
Paul W. Nichols, chief deputy 
auditer, addressed a letter to 
the board, stating. that the 
franchise taX is not being paid 
by the telephone companies. 

The telephone companies, 
most of which operating in the 
county are controlled by the 
Bell company, contend that 
state certificates of public con- 
venience relieve them of pay- 
ing a franchise tax, It is the 
contention of the deputy aud- 
itor. however, that the county 
is entitled to the 2 per cent 
franchise tax. 

Tf it is found that the con- 
tention of the auditor’s assist- 
ant is correci, and the tax is 
legal, then the district attor- 
ney will attempt to make a 
settlement out of court, but if 
he is unable to do this. he is 
empowered to file suit in the 
courts here for the recovery

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What Are We Taxed? 
(Pomona Progress) 

Out of every dollar of combined income 
of the American people in 1924, 12.5 cents 
went to the maintenance of government— 
federal, state and local. 

The cost of the federal government is com- 
paratively a simple matter to ascertain. In 
1924, each man, woman and child eontribut- 
ed, on an average, $27.77 toward its support. 
In the safe year the state governments’ aver- 
age was $9.59 for each man, woman and child, 
while county and city government cost $24.04 
per head, or $33.63 for all loeal governments. 

Contrasted, then, federal government cost 
$27.77, to local government’s $33.63, so that 
eutting down on local cost is more important 
than cutting down on federal. 

In all states taxes are high, but in some 
states they are much higher than in others. 
It is very little satisfaction to a taxpayer in 
a state whose rate is $15 to know that the 
general average, per state, is only $9.59. 

Federal taxes are being reduced, it’s true, 
but local taxes are advancing—perhaps not 
everywhere, but on the average. 

As compared with the 12.5 cents to the 
dollar which went for government in 1924, 
only 11.80 were requisitioned in 1923 and but 
6.9 in 1913. 

While the national debt was being reduced 
by about four and one-half billions, from Jan- 
uary 1, 1920, to January 1, 1926, state and 
local debts were being increased by about six 
and three-fourths billions. 

Then there’s the tariff—another tax. No- 
body pretends to estimate what it costs con- 
sumers. What it brings in to the government 
is shown to a cent by treasury statistics. But 
what does it cost, in higher prices, as a sub- 
sidy to manufacturers? It’s any man’s guess. 

If) definite, all ’round figures were obtain- 
able from any single source, it might be 
possible to determine what taxes are, but 
they must be obtained from dozens—from the 
treasury, from the ecommerce Jepartment, from 


the census bureau, from the tariff commis 
sion, from the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, from committees of the sen- 
ate and house of representatives, to name just 


a few of them.

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Why California Newspaper Men

The editors of most of the newspapers of

Their faith in the man has been jus- 
tified. 

Newspaper men are for him because he has 
stood four-square for the strict administra- 
tion of law and order. These gentle and 
lamb-like thugs and murderers (if you listen 
to the sob-sister brigade) are being punished 
in a manner commensurate with their crimes, 
not as revenge, but as a protection to law= 
abiding men, women and children.

Ham and Macaroni Scallop 


18 sticks of macaroni; 1 cup 
minced ham; 2 tablespoons butter; | 





1 tablespoon flour; 1 cup milk; % 


teaspoon pepper; 2 tablespoons 
grated cheese; % cup stale bread 
crumbs; 1 tablespoon butter. 

Break the macaroni into short 
lengths and cook it in boiling salt- 
ed water till tender, which will 
probably take about thirty minutes. 

Make a sauce by blending the 
butter and flour smoothly, adding 
the milk and stirring till the mix- 
ture boils; then add the pepper, 
but no salt as the ham will suffi- 
ciently salt the mixture. Grease a 
bakingdish and place in it alter- 
nate layers of macaroni, ham and 
sauce, sprinkling a little of the 
cheese over each layer of the 
macaroni. Melt the other table- 
spoon of butter, add the crumbs to 
it, and stir till they have absorbed 
the butter. Spread over the in- 
gredients in the dish, and bake till 
golden brown. 


Chicken Livers with Bacon 


1 dozen livers; slices of bacon; 
seasoning of salt, pepper and 
lemon juice. 

Clean the livers (carefully re- 
move the gall bag if this has not 
already been done), and cut them 
in halves, wrapping each piece in 
a slice of thinly cut bacon. Se- 
cure the bacon with a small skew- 
er or wooden toothpick; lay on a 
broiler and place in a baking-pan 


lemon juice before serving. 


Chicken Chartreuse 

2 cups cold boiled rice; 1% cups 
minced chicken; 1 tablespoon chop- 
ped parsley; a little grated lemon 
rind; salt and pepper to _ taste; 
cream sauce or gravy. 

Grease a plain mould and line 
throughout with rice, pressing it 
with a spoon to make sure it 
clings. Add the parsley and lemon 
rind to the minced chicken, with 
salt and pepper to taste, and fill 
the hollow inside the lining of rice 
with the seasoned meat. Cover 
with a little more rice, and steam 
three-quarters of an hour. Turn 
onto a hot dish, and cover com- 
pletely with sauce or gravy, 


Stuffed Peppers 

1% cups cold cooked chicken; 
salt, pepper and a little grated 
lemon rind; % pint chopped oys- 
ters with their liquor; % cup stale 
bread crumbs; 2 tablespoons melt- 
ed butter; 1 teaspoon minced pars- 
ley; 6 green peppers. 

Mince the chicken finely; add 
the salt, pepper and lemon rind, 
also the oysters. butter, crumbs 
and parsley. Cut a slice from the 
end of the peppers, remove all the 
seeds and white fibre, and fill with 
the chicken mixture. Bake half an 
hour in a moderate oven. Tomatoes 
may be stuffed with the same fill- 
ing, if desired. 


Cheese Patties 

A little plain paste; 2 table- 
spoons butter; 2 small eggs; % 
cup bread crumbs; % cup graed 
cheese; 1 teaspoon Rumford Bak- 
ing powder; % cup milk; salt and 
cayenne to taste. 

Roll the paste thinly, cut out, 
and line small tins. Beat the but- 
ter to a cream, add the eggs slight- 
ly beaten, bread crumbs, cheese, 
baking powder and seasoning; mix 
with the milk, and put a speonful 
in each tin. Bake about fifteen 
minutes in a hot oven. 


Escalloped Cheese 
2 cups stale bread cut into dice: 
1 cup grated cheese; 1 piht milk; ! 
2 eggs; salt and pepper to taste.! 
Put the bread and cheese into

The meat of one good-sized lob- 
ster (boiled); 1 tablespoon butter; 
1 tablespoon flour; % cup milk; a 
grating of nutmeg; salt and pepper 
to taste; 1 teaspoon lemon juice; 
egg and bread crumbs. 

Mince the lobster meat ag fine- 
ly as possible, adding the coral if 
there is any. Cream the butter 
and. flour in a saucepan and, when 
mixed. add the milk, and cook ‘to 
a stiff sauce; add the salt, pepper, 
lemon and nutmeg, and’ mix well. 
While still hot add the lobster and 
spread on a plate to cool, having 
the mixture about half an inch 
thick. When cold, shape into cut- 
let form, using the blade of a flexi- 
ble knife and the fingers, or roll 
with the hands into the shape of 
very thick corks, or form with the 
hands or a tin mould into cones; 
dip in egg and bread crumbs as 
directed for the frying of fish, and 
fry golden brown in smoking-hot 
fat. Drain well before serving.
